• Newport, R. I., has just begun tho 
operating of a small sewage pumping 
plant, lifting to the main system tho 
sewage from two and n half miles of 
sewers to a low;, area. Tho pump house 
Is 12 by 10 'feet, of white, brick on tho 
outside and whitewashed brick on the 
Inside. The roof Is 'covered with as- 
bestos shingles. 
Tho building is lo- 


cated la n drained swamp and Is en- 
tirely Inclosed with a hedge (planted 
after the photograph was taken). 


Two seven and a half horsepowei 


motors on the ground floor are direct 
connected to two centrifugal pumps In 
the pit ten feet below. Room Is.left 
for a third unit. The pump suctions 
extend through a concrete wall to a

sion at Chicago on Thursday, Thomas J. Webb, 
ftf Chicago, charged that there is in existence a 
coffee combine whieb is "the most monstrous im- 
position in the history of human commerce, "
